*Who Was John Hancock?** 

J OHN HANCOCK w»s an American statesman and patriot. 
His signature is found on the oldest and mostimportantdocu* 
ments of Massachusetts, and of the United States. He was 
the first signer of the Declaritcion of Independence and was the 
first Oovernor of Massachusetts. . r 

John Hancock was bom at Quincy, Massachusetts, in 1737. 
He graduated ftom Harvard College, and entering upon his 
uncle's business became a successful merchant in Boston. He 
gained much in social power and in wealth, being meanwhile 
justly popular for his integrlj;y and ability. 

He was in 1765'1770 a selectman o( Boston and a member of 
the general court. With Samuel Adams he led the Massachu- 
setts Whigs, and only escaped capture at Lexin^on and Concord 
by virtue of the valiant figjit by the Minute Men on the “Nine- 
teenth of April in 75.” , 

John Hancock was subsequently known in various positions: 
aa President of the Continental Congres^ as Major-Oeneral of 
the Massachusetts military forces, as rresident of the Constitu- 
tional ConventloiL He died at Qilncy, Massachusetts, October 
eighth, 1793. 

The historical position of John Hancock Is unique in State 
and Nation. He wielded great political influence but was always 
liberal and public-tpiritM. His name is most prominent as a 
\CH\ig leader during die American Revolution in such events 
as the Boston Massacre, the Boston Tea Party and the battles 
of Lexington and Concord. 

John Hancock aisned hit name first to the Declaration of 
Independence. He thus risked his own.“life, liberty, and pursuit 
of happiness” chat these privileM might be obtain^ for others 
to en\oj. To this end he “pledgad his life, his fortune, and his 
sacred honor.” 

That he was popular and efficient may be judged from the 
fact that he waa for ten years C3ovemor of Masai^usetta, be- 
ing elected annually to tnis office by popular vote.
